by Newspapers. 


Indi'inapolls, July 12.—A call has 
been Issued for a meeting of the Re­ 
publican state committee here Thurs­ 
day. 
It was issued several days ago, 
but somehow or other It escaped the 
notice of the newspaper men. 
Chair­ 
man Goodrich* said today that he did 
not know what will be done at the 
meeting. 
It is probable that arrange­ 
m ents will be made for the opening 
of the campaign, a m atter which has 
not been formally discussed up to this 
time. 
J. Frank Hanly, the nominee 
for governor, and others who have 
places on the ticket, may be here for 
the occasion. It will be the first m eet­ 
ing of the committee since the state 
convention. 
Chairman Goodrich said 
that he does not know whan the cam ­ 
paign will he opened, but it is not 
probable that the first oratorical gun 
will be fired before the middle of Sep­ 
tember. 


The state board of tax commission­ 
ers began their annual session here 
today, 
'iney are scheduled to meet 
daily for the nex t month and a half. 
Governor Durbin is 
presiding. 
The 
members of the board are Governor 
Durbin, Auditor Dave Sherrick, Sec­ 
retary of State Storms, P. M. Martin 
and John Wingate. 
Bert Orgborn of 
Newcastle is again acting as official 
reporter. 
John Billheimer, deputy au­ 
ditor is clerk of the board. 
Several 
electric railway m agnates were heard 
today. 
The traction men will take up 
considerable time. 
The railway Inter­ 
ests will be heard nex t week. 
Real 
estato will not be assessed at this 
session. 
One member of the hoard 
stated today that it will be a surprise 
to tho goneral public to know that over 
fifty new telephone companies have 
been listed for tax ation during the last 
year, making a total of nearly 300 
companies in the state. 
The board is ■ 
well equipped this time to make the 
i 
valuation of the railroad lines, as it 
recently made a trip of inspection over 1 
them. 


The Democratic leaders will now 
have to begin figuring on their state 
ticket. 
In loss than a month their 
convention will be upon them. 
Up to 
this time there are but few candidates 
in the field. 
Ciillop of Vincennes is 
the only prominent candidate for gov­ 
ernor. 
Major Simpson of Paoli, and 
Senator Milburn of Jasper may run 
for lieutenant governor. 
Louis Benua 
of Salem will probably be a candidate 
for treasurer, and J R Riggs of Sulli­ 
van for auditor, but the list is far from 
complete. 
Hugh Dougherty of Bluff- 
ton, who is much desired for governor. 
Informed the leaders while at the St. 
Louis convention that he will not be 
a candidate. 
He Is going to mova 
here soon to take charge of the affairs 
of a big trust company. 
Chairman 
O’Brien will be here the latter part of 
the week to talk over the situation 
with the party leaders. 
The issm<?s 
have now’ been defined and the nation­ 
al tickets in the field, so there will 
be no further ex cuse for delay. 
The 
convention promises to be a large one. 


As soon as Senator Fairbanks re­ 
turns from Oyster Bay, where he is 
visiting 
President 
Roosevelt, 
plans 
will be taken up for his notification. 
Chairman Goodrich said today that the 
m atter has not been considered as yet, 
as nothing is to be done without con­ 
sulting the se.iator. 
The notification 
will be one of the big events of the 
j 
campaign and will undoubtedly attract 
a very large crowd to Indianapolis. 
The notification committee is made up 
of one man from each state and ter­ 
ritory. 
It is a somewhat peculiar co­ 
incidence that the Democrats will hold 
their stats convention here the day 
of the notification. 
It will be recalled 
that four years ago the big feature of 
the Democratic campaign was pulled 
off here when Bryan was notified of 
hit nomination. 


Ta Tche Kiao, July 9, via Liao Yang, 
July 
12.—A 
Russian 
correspondent 
who has just arrived, with the Russian 
rear guard after a running fight from 
Kal Chou, half way here (Ta Tche 
Kiao) says: 
“We have evacuated Kai Chou to­ 
day (Saturday) after a fight lasting 
throughout Friday. 
We made a short 
stand at Plntzan ,several miles north 
of Kai Chou. 
The Japanese kept on 
our heels and there were constant ex ­ 
changes between the Russian and Jap­ 
anese batteries. 
The Japanese ad­ 
vance stopped eight miles south of 
here. The fighting along the road was 
lively, but our losses were small. 
“There had been preliminary skir­ 
mishes and maneuvering for position 
around Kai Chou since July 5. 
On 
that day two companies were caught 
in the hills to the eastward and sur­ 
rounded by six Japanese battalions. 
They cut their way out, however, and 
returned to Kai Chou bringing many 
wounded. 
On the morning of July 6 
our scouts reported that a strong Jap­ 
anese force was taking up a position 
In the hills to the southeast. 
“On July 7 Eckhardt with a small 
detachm ent of mounted 
volunteers, 
made a bold and rapid sweep through 
and around the Japanese lines and re­ 
turned with ex act information as to 
the disposition of the enemy. 
Eck­ 
hardt penetrated clear to Senuchen 
and found two divisions moving in 
three colmuns in three parallel valleys 
toward our left flank. 
The Japanese 
force bivouacked at Vafangow. 
“Early in the morning of July 8 the 
hills to the southward and eastw ard of 
Kai Chou were apparently deserted, 
but we were aware that the Japanese 
were ready to spring. 
We had de­ 
stroyed the railroad bridge south of 
the town and had a strong line of rifle 
pits along the bank of the river. 
“It was a brilliant morning. 
The 
Japanese began to advance from the 
defllos where they were concealed, 
and, taking oover behind the thick 
trees and in the gardens south of the 
river, kept their batteries on the hill 
carefully masked. 
“The entire day was marked by a 
long series of artillery duels. 
The en­ 
em y’s front covered the plain on both 
sides of the road and the defiles in the 
eastern hills. 
W herever an advance 
movement appeared it was greeted by 
the bark of the quick-firers and the 
drum m ing of the machine guns. 
“There was little rifle Are. 
The 
Russian main column was already pro­ 
ceeding north and a few Cossacks 
were hovering in the rear supporting 
the batteries. 
“At noon the Japanese artillery ar­ 
rived and engaged the Cossack horse 
battery- 
The Russians made no at­ 
tem pt to seriously contest the ground, 
but retired to a fresh position, at the 
samo time worrying the enemy. 
“The whole of our artillery, rem ain­ 
ing in the rear and covering the in­ 
fantry retreat at Pintzan. allowed the 
Japanese to come up and then shelled 
them. 
Again the fight developed with 
some 
warmth, 
while 
the 
Japanese 
brought up fresh batteries with which 
they pounded the village 
“General StAkelberg hung on until 
late In the afternoon. 
We could hear 
his guns growling behind us as the 
column moved north. 
Quiet then en­ 
sued and the march was continued un­ 
interruptedly to Ta Tche Kiao.“ 


Bedford, Ind., July 12.—The Law­ 
rence county grand Jury was con­ 
vened in special session yesterday to 
continue the second official investiga­ 
tion of the m urder of Sarah C. Schafer, 
the Latin teacher, in this city on the 
night of Jan. 21. 
It is ex pected that 
at least two Indictments v/ill be re­ 
turned by the grand jury. 
The grand 
jury was called in special session after 
the acquittal of Jam es McDonald, who 
was placed on trial for the m urder 
during the May term of court. 
After 
the trial of McDonald, his attorney. 
Judge R. N. Palmer, declared that he 
had in his possession evidence that 
pointed to the guilt of another person, 
and that with a grand jury and two 
weeks’ time he would insure the in­ 
dictm ent of the m urderer of Sarah 
Schafer. 
Judge Palm er was appointed to con­ 
duct the second investigation by the 
grand jury, but he declined to serve 
as deputy prosecutor. 
He was called 
as a witness before the grand Jury and 
gave testimony that caused the Jury, 
on the last day of the May term of 
court, to petition Judge Wilson for a 
continuance of the ex amination.

kow. 
The fighting at Kal Chou consisted 
of a series of skirm ishes on July 7 and 
8 , ending with the occupation of the 
town by General Oku’s troops. 
The Japanese began to push their 
Advance north at dawn July 9, and 
eince then they have proceeded stead­ 
ily. 
They kept their artillery well to 
the front and shelled and occupied 
Pintzan, seven miles north of Kai 
Chou, at noon, July 9.

with Ta Tchekto. 
Japanese scouts are close to Yin­ 
kow.

that the ov erflow of blood is reduced.
